Faperiencod Rider Knows
Abount Wheeling,

A. A Zimmerman, the riding expert, writ-

Whnt an

Ing In the New York World, offers thene
seasoneBle sugrostions:

“"Women, more than men, must st up
stralght In order to get the full benefit

from bleyele rlding, If the bleyele, as It Is

rigged At presont, does not permit, changs
the soat and handle bars. If that don't do
it change the wheel, for It Is manifestly

better not to ride o wheel than 1o ride one
which ds injuring you slowly. The handlo
bare and snddle con be so arranged that
SO0 oan aeEdme a patyral position.

“The hest way to begin I8 by geiting a
wheel of the proper size and welght and
wilh a sultible saddle adjusted in the propor
porition.  Those ato matters which you can
determine for yourself more gquickly and
casily thon 1T could tell you. Tho easiest
nod wurest woy of getting a saddle that
will be just right 8 to " '¥e one made from
1 mold

YBee to It that the saddle 18 kept In Its
iwlginal form,  If it should change form
through use have It restored to lts originnd
shipe, olse you will suffer dizcomfort and
fatlgue., Pedul evenly. 1f you don't pedal
pvenly now, learn how at once. Do not put
all the foroe in pedaling In the downward
push.  FPoint the tos downward when the
foat s mgoing forward in the elrele. Keep
the knees in and stralght,

"Ax botween the seat anid the pedals, do
not have the saddle so high that when the
nedal Is ot the lowest part of the eirele the
leg I8 perfectly stealght. The correct poal-
tlon wt that point is to hwave the leg bent
slightly at the knee with the toe inclined
toward the ground., But be careful oot to
have the sadlle so low that the upper and
lower portions of the Hmbs are at mare than
slight angles. At the same time the arms
musgt be curved slightly, the bands rfesting
casily on the bats

"Remember what [ have said before to all
bleyele rlders—don't rock, It |s particularly
bad for women to get into the habit, Many
wlieelmen and wheelwomen seem o think
the rocking motion adds to thelr speed or
helps them along. It does nothing of the
kind, On the conirary it does a woman
positive and distinet Injury, as any medical
man will tell you.

“Whet 1 have sald about woolen under-
clothing and keeping out of draughts when
the ride is over and the avoldance of drink-
Ing enld fiuids applles with more force to
women than men. Roemomber you are not
80 strong as men and can't endure the same
straln, Don't ride too long or too far, The
hoest rule is for you to get liome before you
get tired. I you do return tired lle down
at onte, Remember that too much bieyele
riding is quito as bad on the nervous system
ag on the muscles. Use the bicycle and you
will bo benefited.  Abuse it and you will
rue it

“There I8 no form of exercise which s
better sulted to those who are beyond the
prme of life than bleyele riding, with cer-
tain resirictions, of course. The elderly person
must remember that he or she cannot
‘sorint®™ off wilh the younger folks with lm-
punity., Therein lurks one of the dungers
that come with tho enthusinsm that attends
bieyeling.

] would say to the elders: Don't let the
ease with which you ride lure you Into golng
ton far or riding toolong a time. Te-
membier that you will be obliged to return.
Don’t walt untll you become tired betore you
think of turning bacle. If you do, It will be
to fnd the return trip one of constantly In-
creasing labor all the way, You will get
home tired In both mind and body, for ex-
cossive hicycle riding tells on the nerves
guite ns much ns on the muscular eystem.

“Don’t mount your wheel for at least an
hour after eating, If you allow a longer ih-
terval than that, an hour and a Lalf or two
hours, it will be s0 much the better.

“Ride a llght wheel, geared not higher
than to sixty-eight inches. For women 1
would suggest a sixty-six or a slxty four-
Inoh gear, Don't allow a dealer to argun
you Into employing a higher gear.

“In riding, sit up stralght, 1t I8 not neces-
sary for you to stoop over. Have the enddle
rialsed to a polnt that will permit you Lo sit
upright, with a natural and easy movement
of the leg, with the arms not straight and
rigld, but with an easy curve in them,

YA riders should make it a rale never to
rush up a hill. The very fact that you pant
after having guined the top Ind’eates that the
ex¢rtion has been too much for you. Many
attemots of the kind may result In an affec-
tion of the heart,

“If the ki Is steep, dismount and walk
up. In riding ‘up hill, you will, of course,
have to =toop; also In a gust of wind. Wear
woolen underclothing If you ecan, and ao-
cording to the season. Don't rest whers
every wind can strike you. Don't drink lce-
cold fluids after a ride. Cold tea, with a
little lemon julce in it, will be found re-
freshing.  Sip it slowly.

“When riding, pedal evenly. Don't try to
sway the body from side to slde.'

ETIQUETTE OF THE WHEEL,

Wheeling etiquette is not yet In an  ad-
vanced stage, although & few roles have been
lald  down, A gontloman shauld  never
mount until the lady with whom he is riding
is wettled In her saddie. Then he may mount
and follow  her, When practicable they
should ride alreast, the lady always on the
right gide, When a narrow rosd makes this
tmposulble, the lady should go ahead, so that
her escort muy koow st once should any
danger menace her. At the conclusion of a
ride the geotleman should first dlsmount,
thut he may relieve his companion of her
wheel as soon as whe has jumped from it
But a gentleman should never aselst o lady
to mount. Hueh a thing would be very dis-
tasteful to the Independent spirit of a whoel-
woman,

While chaperones mre not considered nec-
emsary by high-spirited American girls, It ls
certpinly good form for m young lady to be
accompanied by a more elderly member of
her sex. Into cycling, as lpto everything
€lio, leap year entertalprents haye orept,
In tandem riding a ludy always sits |n front,
but now faddivmts would bave us reverse this
order of things, That usage, of course, will
be discontinued after leap year, when normal
couditions will unee more be in vogue.

Wheeling along o pleasant road s won-
derfully broadening and elevating to women
who are compelied to keep thelr minds trav-
oling a good deal in the narrow groovea of
things domestle, Mentally, an well as physic-
itlly, they are benefited. Occasionally a
volee s heard protesting against the use  of
hleyeles by women, The writer obtalned
the oplntons of a dozen eminent physiclans
on the question of whether eyeling Is  In-
Jurious to women, and  emphatically  and
unanimously they answersd no. On the eon-
trary, they were decidedly In favor of the
e of the bicyele.

IN RELATION TO HEALTH,
The Danger of Too Actlve Exertion
on the Wheel.

The greatest danger of bieyoling, In com-
mon with other sports, eays Harper's Weekly,
reeults from the strain which activa exertion
necessarily brings upon the heurt, That all-
Impartant organ tends, ko other muscles, (o
loss tonleity under the sedentary conditions
of the average life, and readily becomes eme-
bartassed §f asked to perform an unuvsial
work, aa any one who & not In training can
anxite himself by olimbing a fAlght of stalrs
rapldly, or attempting to ron a few hundred
yurds. Under stieh condit!ons the heart ofien
doubles the freouency of {ts beat In attempt-
Ing to dlspose of the Inereased flood of hlood
thay 1 driven Into It Ly musctilar contrae-
tion, With a discased heart the straln thus
impoged may be hazardous. Soveral cases
ars recorded where n pergon with such n
heart has fallen dead while riding a b'oycle.
But then thousands of other casce are re-
corded where persons have simbarly fallen
desd while riding in carrlages or while
gltting In easy-chalrs at home. It does not
follow, T presume, that we mugt all eschew
eney-chalrs, carrlages and bleyeles, but It
does follow that anyone wlhio hae reason to
doubt the normallty of his heart may wisely
consult a physiclan before declding to un-
dertake any actlve exertlon, bleyellng In-
cludetd,

Even the perfectly normal heart may suffer
permanent Injury if subjected to prolonged
and excessive strain. This fact should he
horne In mind by every novice In bhicyeling,
for It Is pecullarly easy to overdo under the
exhilarating Influence of this pastime. Pres-
ently the heart gains tone and strength, and
I able to adept itzelf to the new conditions;
but until time has been given for this It is
the part of wislom to proceed carefully,
“training on" gradually, Furthermore, the
person who ls wise will use reasonable dis-
gretlon aw to the amount of exertion he will
undertaks even when thoroughly trained. As
we have inherent differences of strength,
each one of us should ba In some measure a
Inw nnto himself as to how fast and how far
le shall ride, keeplng well within the limits
ef his own strength amd endurance, and re-
membering that healthful fatlgus la one
thing, complete exhaustion quite another, The
person who rides for pleasure and health
and uses paasonable judgment will not (eel
obliged to cover ten miles In a half hour ot
to pedal up every hill that some ons else
han managed to ellmh, Above all, he will es-
chow such inane and harmful performances as
“ountury runs' and similar attempts to cover
distanca for the mere sake of covering it,
regardiess of consequences.

A check for $3,000 was given
to her, being made out jointly to her :mn_l
Arnold Enyder, the Belgian congul, who 1o
pxveutar for Lenz, The company alsn  re-
funded to Mrs: Lenz all the premiums she
had paild on the poliey from the time of his
death,

The actlon of the company was declded by
voluminous proofs recelved from Armenia by
T, ', Langhans, a florist in Allegheny, who
was a friend of Lenz, and [nterested himself
in the Investigstlon of his murder. These
proots coneist of depositione nnd sworn state-
ments taken In Armenin. Many of them
were  procured by  Mr. Bachtleben, the
Amaerlean, who went to that country to run
down the murderers, The papers are curious
in appearance. Some of them are written
in Armenlan  characters, and are #ecom-
panled by translations, uttested by British
consuls and other officlals.
